How careful their Excel 
lencies and ourselves are of the welfare of 
the province and the people, and indeed 
there is not the slightest thing that does

You, dear gentry, merchants, scholars 
and people in general, whether you person- 
ally-or traditionally received the Imperial 
favours onght to render your sssistance in 
the prosént difficulty and consider the ge- 
neral aspect and we are in ‘hopes that you 
will make no‘delay in calculating and in 
payment, And’ we do expect that you will 
not consider tho safety or danger of your 
own country as a-matter of no importance.
